It was rich in political intrigue; Dc

Resistanis and collaborationist

U.S. reluctancc'to rccognizc.de 
Gaulle, called an "cg 9 isi’' by 
President Franklin Roosevelt, and

, By August 1944, two months after 
, the landings in Normandy, the Allies

•The Germans had goose-stepped 
down the Champs-Elysccs more 
Xba^n 1,500 days.

Urban 
was wounded in the leg but 
refused evacuation. He led his

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Carlos the Jackal case becomes even more bizarre 


PARIS (AP) — The case of terrorist 
Carlos the Jackal is becoming increasingly 
bizarre, with accusations of assassination 
plots, stockpiled weapons and collaboration 
‘with spy agencies on both sides of the Cold 
War — all surrounding his attorney. 

Carlos, whose arrest was announced with 
.great flourish by -France a week ago, is fast 
being eclipsed by his attorney Jacques 
Verges, a perennial government gadfly. 

The circus atmosphere intensified 
Monday with accusations that Verges stock- 
piled rockets used in a 1982 attack on a 
nuclear power plantjjn southeastern France 
and collaborated with the CIA. 

•Vciges countered with his own accusation 
that president Francois Mitterrand personal- 
ly ordered him assassinated in the early 
1980s:

The presidential Elyscc Palace refused to 
comment But Yves Bonnet, a former direc- 
tor of the French counimntelligi^ce agency, 
and Pierre Marion, a former director of the 
overseas spy agency, denied there had been 
any plan to eliminate Verges. 

“it’s a fantasy that would moke you laugh 
if it weren't so serious,” Bonnet told French 
radio. ' 

Bonnet did, however, acknowledge that 
former interior Minister Gaston Oefrerre 
decided in 1982 to try to “eliminate” Carlos 
overseas. He did not say if on attempt Id kijl 
Carlos was actually made. 


Verges himself faced new accusations 
in French newspapers Monday.

The incident was captured by a 


private* television network, which 
broadcast it Monday. Italian news- 
papers suggested he was in pain 
from hip replacement surgery April 
29 following what the Vatican said 
was a'fall in his bathroom. 

Papal spokesman Joaquin Navarro 
dismissed the. notion that health 
problems could prevent John Paul

Children in Rwandan hilltop 
orphanages tell tales of horror

RUHANGO, Rwanda (AP) — 
When they found 10-ycar-old 
-Ngtlinshuti in thc-bu$h,-a month of 
starvation and fear had crippled his 
body and his mind. 

Three other children had also fled 
massacres in his village. But. they 
lay around him, already dead. 

It's hard to Icom the details of his 
ordeal be'eause now he can only 
speak in weak moans. His body has 
shriveled to grotesquely contorted, 
sinew and bone, his face a private 
drama of grimaces. 

But he remembers blood, and_ 
flight, and the brutal fact that his 
parents, siblings and relatives have 
all viuiished. Perhaps the, only spark 
of hope, in Ngilishunti's shattered 
life is that unlike the majority of 
Rwanda's more than 100,000 
orphans and children separated from 
families^ he is getting some core. •

rates for the city. Twin Falls is adding 
300 to SOO new water lines a year. 

And Vickers found the average person 
in Twin Falls goes through 278 gallons 
of water a day. 

Raising water rates eould serve to re- 
duce the amount of water used and raise 
extra money for improving the water 
system in the future, he said. 

Also, the council voted unanimously 
for a new computerized traffic light sys- 
tem’. The new system is designed to co- 
'ordinate the 28 traffic lights in the city to 
move vehicles through faster. The result 
should be less traffic congestion and less 
airpollution, 


The new traffic light' sy.stcm will cost 
S830.000. The city will pay S83.000. the 
state will pay another S83.000 and the 
federal government will pay for tlur re- 
maining S664.000. 

City Engineer Gary Young said the 
system should take six months tu install.' 
Work could begin in about two months.

Idaho reservoirs will be

BOISE - State Sen. John Peavey, the 
Democratic candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor. is warning that unless the so-called 
Idaho Plan for salmon recovery is adopted, 
the state’s reservoirs will be dry by next 
year. 

Standing with the plan's chief proponent. 
reiiring"Dcmocra'tlc'GovrCccil“Andrus, 
Peavey held up a chart showing the signifi- 
cant escalation of water drained from Idaho 
reservoirs for salmon recovery in the past 
decade. 

"This is the fate of ail Idaho reservoirs 
unless we do something, and do it soon," 
Peavey said as he pointed to a dramatically 
lowered Lucky Peak Reservoir over his 
shoulder. 

The .renewed declaration of support for 
the plan to drawdown the lower Snake Riv- 
cr reservoirs in eastern Washington to ex- 


pedite the migration of salmon to the ocean 
each year came in -response to Republican 
Sen. Larry Craig’s strong opposition a 
week ago to the drawdowns. 

— Craig and .Other-Republicans along wiih- 
downstream users have objected to the An- 
drus plan ,on grounds that drawdowns 
would only flush more Idaho water out of 
the state. Contending salmon recovery 
should be pegged (o hard science, they 


have claimed there is none to support draw- , 
downs. And Craig cited preliminary find- 
ings of a new study that found the upper- 
most dam on the lower Snake. Lower Gran- 
ite Dam. is destroying only a small percent- 
age of the salmon migrating past. 

But that study ran counter to the draft en- 
vironmental impact statement on the 
Columbia River System Operational Re- 
view' that found thc most-cffcctivc-way of- 
restoring the endangered runs is lo-lower 
the reservoirs to the natural river level. 
That option, however, carries a price tag of 
over S200 million in lost power generation ,, 
and other impacts. 

Peavey and Andrus maintained that the 
drawdown plan would actually halve tite 
amount of Idaho water used this year,|to 
help fish reach the ocean since it does not 
require huge flushes from Idaho re.servoirs 
to increase the flow through the extremely 
deep slack-water reservoirs beh i n d the 


dams.. 

Those flows would increase naturally as 
the water level is drawn down and addi- 
tional releases from Idaho to refill those 
-rescrvoirs-syould-bcrclativclymodcsfcom- — 
pared to this year's releases. 

"The Idaho Plan for salmon recovery is 
the alternative to’ draining Idaho." Peavey 
said. "It is time to test the Idaho Plan. We 
can’t afford not to." j

Demonstrators picket

TWIN FALLS - About.lO adult demon- 
strators, some accompanied by children, 
marched in f^nt of the Idaho Deportment of 
Health and Welfare on Mottday to protest 
the way they say some children and parents 
are sqtarated. 

One protester, Debbie Smith of Twin 
Falls, said she wants to, start a "Viettr^ 
Against the System" support. group. Smith 
said her family was unjustly treated while 
her oldest of three children, 16-ycar-old 
Joshua, was placed in a foster home lost De- 
cdnbcf. 

"They don’t know who they're hurting,’’ 
Smith said. "They just went on and on hurt- 
ing my family, but they don't care. 

"There's some people who can take the 
Health and Welfare system, but there's some 
people who can't" 

In April, Smith's husband shut himself in 
their home with a gun following a domestic 
argument After 12 hours. Jack Smith sur- 
rendered to jshcrifTs deputies, Debbie Smith 
said. 

"He was just protesting in his own way, 1 
guess," she said. "He was just so stressed 
out” 

■ year, the Department of Health and 
Welfare's district olTicc covering the Magic 
Valley received 1,457 child-protection com- 
plaints, said department spokeswoman 
Monic Smith; Forty-four children were' 
placed in foster core, she said. 


Tom Baird, deputy Idaho attorney general 
representing the Department of Health and 
Welfare in the Magic Valley, said there were 
10 cases involving 24.childrcn last.ycar 
where parental rights were terminated. Some 

- of those trases involved voluntary tcimina- 
tioruhesaid. 

The department is concerned about the 
protestors’ problems and willing to talk with 
them, said Steve Woodworth, regional direc- 
tor of the Department of Health' and Wel- 
fare. District Family and Qtildrcn’s Services 
Program Manager Ed Van Dusen asked the 
protestors to talk in the office, but they re- 
'fused. 

"They feel they’ve been harmed in some 
way because of this process." said Wood- 
worth. adding the department often , is per- .

The two countries “emphasized 
the urgent necessity of putting a stop 
to the il^gaUrode in rajlioactivc and 
’"hucicar material, regardless of its 
origin,” according to a joint siate- 
- ment released in Germany. 

The agreement was .signed by. 
Stepashin, head of the KGB’s succes- 
sor. the Federal Counicr-imclligencc 
Service, and Gc^nnan envoy Bcmd 
Schmidbauer at thc conclusion of 
Schmidbaucr’s thrcc-day visit 

Schmidbauer is Germany’s top 
intelligence official. An alamed 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl sen t him to_ 
. Moscow after Munich police confis- 
cated 350 grams of plutonium. 

German officials say it almost cer- 
^ tainly came from Russia. 

, The Russian government, clearly 
resentful of suggestions it can't con- 
trol its immense nuclear stockpile, 
has denied the plutonium come from 
within its borders. But regulatory 
officials have acknowledged that the 
Acft of radioaenye materials is not 
unusual in Ru^ia. 

The agreement on nuclear smug- 
gling calls for 

• A cooperation treaty to battle 
international organized crime, orga- 
nized trade in radioactive and 
nuclear material, and intcniationai 
terrorism. 


- Establishment of liaison offices 
in Bonn and Moscow.

analyses in order to determine origin. 

Schmidbauer was quoted by the 
ITAR-Tass news agency ns Saying 
(he important thing, was agreeing to 
cooperate — not on the source of 
the plutonium. 

“There is no universally accepted 
opinion about the origin of the plu- - 
ionium discovered at the Munich 
airpoft,”_Stepashin told ITAR-Tass. 
"Yevgeny Mikcrin, an official with 
Russia’s atomic energy agency, told 
ITAR-Tass that Russi'an scientists 
involved in the talks agreed that 
kind of plutonium is not used 
in Russian nuclear weapons." 

Some Russian officials have said 
the plutonium might have come 
from stockpiles in another part of 
the former Soviet Union. . 

Along with Russia, Ukrainc._ 
..Belarus Jwd Kazakhstan inherited 
’ ^vict nuclear wcopons. 

The Munich case was Germany’s 
fourth seinirc this year of nuclear 
'material suspected of coming from 
Russia. The smugglers also had a 
container of lithium 6, one of the 
ingredients in o hydrogen, bomb- 

Russia’s defense, research and 
nuclear energy industries have been 
in disarray since the Soviet collapse, 
underfunded, undermanned and 
demoralized. 

There have been numerous reports 
that officials and employees ijavc 
turned to theft and smuggling to sup- 
plement their meager salaries. Western 
officials fear Russian mobsters may 
now be in a pwition to peddle nuclear- 
materials to the highest bidder.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) — Steve 
— Walsb'-hit-Tyronc WiHioms-whh'a:^2-j^- 
totiehdown pass with 3:07 left Monday 
Wght, lining the Chicago Bears over Kansas 
Ci^ 21-18 before the Chiefs* biggest exhi- 
bition crowd in 20 years. 

Walsh drove the Bears (3-0) 80 yards in 
j^st four plays, aided by two Kansas City 
penalties. After the TD, Walsh hit Ryan 
Vjetnighi with a 2-point conversion. 

,The Chiefs then moved from their own 20 
to, Ist-and-goal at the Bea^4, but ‘failed to 
g<*t.in the end zone, including a fourth down 
■ wlUi'41 seconds left when backup quarter- 


back Steve Bono fell down and was sacked. 
— Joe~Montan a t h r ew ihe only -touchdown - 
pass completed against the Chicago defense 
in the prcscason as the Chiefs built a 15-3 
lend. . ■ 

Montana, playing only the iTrst half, was 
l3-for-20 for 141 yards and an Sryard 
touchdown strike to J.J. Blrdcn, who caught 
three passes for 39 yards in the 12-play, 92- 
yard drive. 

Bono then came in for the Chiefs (2-2) 
and tossed to Jimmy Johnson the first 2- 
point conversion ever scored against the 
Bears, who had'surrendered only two field 


goals in their first two preseason games. 

— The crovwi of-75rl-14rwas-thc largest pre- 
season gathering for .the Chiefs home or 
away since 75,231 sa'w Kansas City host 
Green Bay in August 1973. 

Mark Collins, replaciiig Albert Lewis at 
comcrback, intercepted an Erik Kramer pass 
with 41 seconds left in the first half and 
.sped 30 yards for a touchdown, giving the 
Chiefs a 15-3 halftime lead. 

The Bears, who handed the Chiefs their 
only home loss in the 1993 regular season, 
saw Kevin Butler's first field goal aliempi 
blocked by Neil Smith. But Smith was 


called offsides and. a moment later, Butler 
connected' from 32 yards out with 8:19 left 
in the firet quarter. Butler hit a 42-yardcr to 
make it 15-6 with 8:40 left in the third. 

Near the end of the third quarter, Jay 
Taylor- intercepted Walsh’s pass that was 
deflected off Greg Primus. Taking “aver on 
the Chicago 24, the Chiefs went nowhere 
and turned it, over to Lin Elliott, who kicked 
a 37-yardcr for an 18-6 lead on the first play 
of the fourth quarter. 

The Bears, behind Walsh, drove 67 yards 
in nine plays in the fourth period for their 
first touchdown;-On-thiril down,- Walsh hit

Both teams squandered scoring chances in 
the first half. Willie .Davis beat Jeremy 
Lincoln on a sideline pattern but dropped

threw him. 

Deion Sanders watched the game upstairs 
at Arrowhead Stadium. The unrestricted free

SHREVEPORT. La. (AP) — In what must 
easily' be Louisiana’s biggest Canadian 
import since the <^ui^ 18th-century move 
TrorfrNo^%^"SMtia,-lhc ShrcyeporTPlniTcr 
have brought the Canadian Football League 
to the South. >v 
It hasn’t been easy. 

As one of four CFL teams in the United 
States, the Pirates have found that widc-ficid 
football is anything buit easy. A third of the 
way through their inaugural season, they’re ' 
0-7 and have had two more head coaches 
than they have had fninchisc wins, 

If the Cajuns bad had this much trouble 
getting settled in Louisiana, they’d have 
turned around and gone bock north. 

"it has been a stiugglc, but we knew it was 
■’gdirig'to‘tr*V'soihe"timc'to'"gc^ 
said team president Lonic Gleiberman. 
whose father Bcrnie traded the Ottawa 
Rough .Riders to the league for the ri^ts to 
the Shreveport franchise. "We’re still con- 
vinced this is a gfeat place for a team.” 

From the outset, the Pirates have been 
under a cloud. 1110 Cleibermans, prompted 
by losses of more thon S5 million a year in 
Ottawa, began looking early this year fqr. 
new ploce to play. They settled’ on 
Shreveport because of the ovoilobiliiy of 
50,000-seat independence Stadium ond ^e 
fact that no college team called the city 
home. . ... 

At first, the leoguc'-wanlcd no port of 
Shreveport, even though exponsion plans 
were moving forword in three other U.S. 
cities. However, the Glcibermans* threat to 
move Ottawa franchise without league 
permission and the elimination of Orlando, 
Fla., 03 a candidate won the league over.
